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HAMS AND BOATING SAFETY 


Confronted by an increasing number of boating 
accidents and injuries on the county's waterways in past 
years, the Contra Costa County Sheriff's Marine Patrol, 
the U.S. Power Squadron and the U.S. Coast Guard 
Auxiliary decided to pool their resources several years 
ago in an attempt to reverse this trend. Manning major 
launch sites on a weekend during Safe Boating Week in 
June, they offered advice and made suggestions to 
boaters, gave courtesy marine exams and encouraged 
attendance at boating safety classes. The endeavor 
has been well received by boaters and some im- 
provement in boating practices has been evident on the 
rivers and sloughs. 

As the number of launch sites and the number 
of participants and boaters increased each year, means 
for coordinating this effort and maintaining communica- 
tions between the agencies reached difficult propor- 
tions. So, last year the Sheriff's ARC (Amateur Radio 
Communications) Team was enlisted to provide commu- 
nications for this event.

JAMMERS AND PUNISH THEM. HERE’S HOW.

It is difficult not to get angry and want to get even 
when a jammer takes over a frequency disrupting 
the normal business. It becomes even worse if the 
jammer uses language that ts offensive. here are 
the steps you and others must follow to get nd of the 
jammer. 


Recognize that the only way the FCC will take 
action is if you follow this procedure. 


The FCC will listen, attentively, only to the OOC 
(Official Observer Coordinator). in the East Bay 
Section this is Carson Taylor, K6Tl, whe can be 
reached on packet @ 
person who can get the ear of the FCC. All of us 
OOs work under his direction. If you need help, call 
him and he'll respond. Most OOs aren't anxious to 
be known as such and prefer to work in the 
background. Carson has a number of OOs; some 
of us are still in training. The Santa Clara Section 
is actively recruiting OOs, some already highly 
skilled in RDFing. 


Gather evidence on the jammer by all the obvious 
methods, without confrontation either in person or 
on the air. Use recordings of QSO’s, tape 
recordings and bearings. A measure as to the 
extent of your documentation required is this: 
Whatever you tum over to the FCC through the OO 
has to be definitive enough to allow them to find the 
jammer with at least a 50% chance of success 
within 2-3 hours time of an expert RDF tracker. 
This isn’t ironciad and is my personal guess but you 
get a notion of how busy the FCC is. To get this kind 
of a record takes much work and that is the name 
of the game. Do not think it is going to be easy! It 
requires months of listening to determine the modus 
operandi of the jammer. You'll be smart to enlist the 
help of an Official Observer. That person will have 
credibility with your OOC and may be skilled in radio 
direction finding. | 


| have had a chance to meet with some local 
representatives of the FCC. | found them to be like 
us, namely, truly professional, hard working and a 
desire to get nd of jammers. Their job is very 
complex and does not allow them the freedom of 
concentrating solely on our problems. Remember, 
the FCC is not a law enforcement agency. For 


instance, a fine imposed by the FCC, by law, has to 


be reasonable and within the capability of the culprit 
to pay. Put yourself in their shoes and guess how 
much attention you'd get from the U.S. Attorney 
General in trying to put a jammer away if she is

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occupied with dealing with the law and how it applies 
to boat loads of dope or refugees or some national 
emergency. 


Just remember the jammer is someone few of us or 
none can understand. Be very cautious and wary. 
Your life may be in danger ff you confront the 
offender.
